A RELIC OF FORBISHER. 
Few Arctic discoveries in recent y ears can 
compare, for 
hum an interest, to 
Commander 
Donald B. MacMillan’s discovery of the relics of 
Sir Martin Brobisher’s ill-starred expedition in 
search of the northwest passage, which took place 
350 y ears ago. 
Frobisher, one of the great sseamen of 
Elizabethan, England, sailed with a small squad­ 
ron with two goals in mind; to find the fabulous 
northwest route to China, and to find and de­ 
velop the equally fabulous gold mines 
with 
which the Arctic regions were supposed to be 
plentifully supplied. 
On the desolate shores of Countess of W ar­ 
wick Sound he established a base and dug for 
the metal, and it was the stones of his houses, 
together with the pits his miners dug, which 
MacMillan recently uncovered. 
One cannot read of these relics without feel­ 
ing a throb of sy mpathy and admiration for 
tough old Sir Martin. The doughty seaman was 
given an utterly impossible task, and the ruins 
found by MacMillan merely testify to the stead­ 
fastness with which he pursued it. 
We know, now, that there is no northwest 
route to China. There is, to 
be sure, 
a north­ 
west passage, but it is so 
thoroughly clogged 
with ice as to be utterly im passable. 
And there 
are no gold deposits within 2000 miles of 
the 
place 
where 
Frobisher 
tried 
his 
hand 
at 
prospecting. 


To be sure, Frobisher carried back to London 
a lot of bright y ellow metal. But it turned out 
to be worthless iron py rites, and the gallant sea­ 
man was bitterly disappointed. 
However, the 
expedition was not quite in 
vain. It gave Frobisher and his men magnificent 
training in seamanship — training that served 
England well a few y ears later, when Frobisher 
fought beside Drake, Howard and Hawkins to de­ 
feat the great Spanish armada. 


A TREATY’S POWER 
The British foreign secretary ’s proposal that 
the entire League of Nations covenant be re­ 
vamped to bring it into closer harmony with the 
Kellogg peace treaty is just one more indication 
that that latter document is going to prove more 
of a force in the world than some people haVe 
imagined. 
When our Senate ratified the treaty , there 
was a general attitude that might be expressed 
somewhat like this: “Oh, ratify it and be done 
with it. 
It won’t do any good, but it won’t do 
any harm, and if the pacifists want to ty d them ­ 
selves, let them go ahead.’* 
The treaty , however, is beginning to show 
its strength. 
When a new idea is let loose into 
the world it has a way of bending hum an insti­ 
tutions to conform to it; and the Kellogg treaty 
is just such a new idea. 
It is becoming quite 
apparent that it is going to be more of a force in 
the world than people have supposed possible.

FOOD FOR CHILDREN OF SCHOOL AGE 
OUTLINED IN SERIES BY AN EXPERT 


By Dr. M arguerite Mallon 
School of Home Economics, Pur­ 
due University .

child nutrition by a leading au­ 
thority on his topic. The subject 
is of 
especial imporance now 
with the opening of the school 
y ear and is of interest to mothers 
and fathers alike. The next arti­ 
cle of the series will appear Mon­ 
day . Watch for it.” 
When the scientific research of 
thé nutrition investigations 
is 
applied to child feeding we find 
that we can, and have developed 
children who are superior in size 
to their parents. 
As we have developed this su­ 
perior-sized child we have also 
developed a 
group of children 
who are so finicky about what 
they eat that they have shown a 
negative attitued toward food. 
The over-anxiety of the m oth­ 
er who appreciates that the right 
kind and am ount of food is nec­ 
essary to develop her child may 
be a great contributing cause for 
the child’s dislike for food. The 
family meal may become a nag­ 
ging period and the conversation 
may be as follows: 
“David eat y our spinach,” * Not 
too big mouthfuls, sw eetheart.” 
Father tries to tell mother about 
a r incident which happened at 
his office, -Graham came in this 
morningr and said his company 


had a big boas on tha t- 
He; is interrupted by mother, who 
say s to M argaret Mary who is 
anxious to get away from the 
table, “Come back here, y oung 
lady , and drink y our milk." 
All hail to the child who comes 
to the 
dinner 
table 
with 
a 
healthy appetite and needs no 
coaxing to eat his meal. 
A healthy child may occasion­ 
ally miss a meal or not eat the 
lettuce, etc., placed before him 
No comment should be 
made 
about it and a t the next meal or 
the next day this may be taken 
without a word. 
A long period of the lack ofi 
milk or vegetables is considered 
dangerous but not the occasional 
missing of this, food in the diet. 
The better plan is not to draw 
attention to the fact. 
Milk, vegetables such as pota+ 
to, tomato, asparagus and bread’ 
and butter should oe taken first 
and then m eat and sweets will 
not predominate in the child’s 
diet. 
Children often 
hurry 
with 
their meals to get back to school. 
The greatest thing in correct­ 
ing the finicky eater is the three 
meal plan and no piecing in be­ 
tween meals so that the 
child 
comes to the table with a heaffthv 
appetite and the family 
may be a good happy , free 
for every body . Let the childi 
eat in peace.

Scores 


Only two types of kicks may 


count for scores in a foot-ball 
gam.e. They are the field goal 
kick, which counts three points, 
and the kick for the extra point 
after touchdown. Decades ago 
the kick was the only way that 
ss. player could score. Modern 
football teams, however, depend 
for points largely 
on touch- 


downs rather than on field goals. 


The new rules placing^the goal 


posts ten yards behind the touch 
down line has made the 
'field 


goal 
almost obsolete. 
Three 


points, however, are not to be 
ever-looked when the 
oppor- 


tunity presents itself. 


As many as five field goals 


have been made in one college 
game. The kicker, in making a 
field goal, must aim the ball and 
kick before the oposing linemen 
come through to block him. This 
takes steady nerves and- much 
practice. 


Frosty 
Peters, 
of Illinois, 


gained a reputation as a drop 
kicker. He made many drop 
kicks from- difficult angles of the 


field. The placement of the ball 
must be judged to the nth 
de- 


gree. Place licking for a field goal 
requires perfect coordination of 
the kicker and the man who 
catches the ball and holds it ip 
position. 


Much credit should go to the 


holder of the ball in a kick from 
placement. Much depends upon 
his ability to receive the ball and 
place it in the right angle before 
the opposition reaches him. 


After a touchdown is made, 


the team is allowed to- make an 
extra point either by kicking a 
field goal, or by rushing the ball 
across the goal line. Until this 
year, the ball was put into play 
for the extra point on the three- 
yard line. This year, however, the 
lules require the ball to be placed 
on the two-yard line. 


This new ruling may make the 


tick for goal more obsolete than 
ever. If the team has a good 
bucker, it will try to rush the ball 
across the line for two yards 
rather than risk a kick.

pounds an acre. He sold his crop 
to a New York manufacturer of 
Turkishjcigarets fpr 65jtX«nts a 
pound'," about .45 cents a-:'pound 
atiove' the average price 'for 
American tobacco. 


Last year he experimented 


with two patches, one with fer- 
tilizer and the other without f er- 
tilizer. The patch with fertilizer 
attained abnormal growth and 
was dark, heavy and strong, 
Lambus said. Neither did it cure 
satisfactorily. The patch without 
fertilizer produced a fine quality 
•of tobacco of the desired color 
and weight. 


Plants are raised in a hot bed 


the same as those of the bright 
leaf variety produced in 
the 


Carolinas. They are set out at th> 
usual time and reach maturity 
in about 90 days. Great care is 
exercised in cultivation, most of 
the work being done by hand. 
The Turkish tobacco cannot be 
flue-cured. It is strung on racks 
and cured in the sun. 


New possibilities for profit in 


tobacco are seen with this suc- 
cessful introduction of Turkish 
tobacco production in this area.

A RELIC OF FORBISHER. 


Few Arctic discoveries in recent years can 


compare, for human interest, to Commander 
Donald B.' MacMillan's discovery of the relics of 
Sir Martin Brobisher's ill-starred expedition in 
search of the northwest passage; which took place 
350 years ago. 


Frobisher, one of the great sseamen of 


Elizabethan, England, sailed with a small squad- 
ron with two goals in mind; to find the fabulous 
northwest route to China, and to find and de- 
velop the equally fabulous gold mines 
with 


which the Arctic regions were supposed to be 
plentifully supplied. 


On the desolate shores of Countess of War- 


wick Sound he established a base and dug for 
the metal, and it was the stones of his houses, 
together with the^ pits his miners dug, which 
MacMillan recently uncovered. 
•. 


One cannot read of these relics without feel- 


ing a throb of sympathy and admiration for 
tough old Sir Martin. The doughty seaman was 
given an utterly impossible task, and the ruins 
found by MacMillan merely testify to the stead- 
fastness with which he pursued it. 


We know, now, that there is no northwest 


route to China. There is, to be sure, a north- 
west passage, but it is so thoroughly clogged 
•with ice as to be utterly impassable. And there 
are no gold deposits within 2000 miles of the 
place where Frobisher tried his hand 
at 


prospecting. 


To- be sure, Frobisher carried back to' London 


a lot of bright yellow metal.. But it turned out 
to be worthless iron pyrites, and the gallant sea- 
man was bitterly disappointed. . ' 


However, the -expedition was not quite in 


vain. It gave Frobisher and his men 'magnificent 
training in -seamanship — training that served 
England well a few years later, when Frobisher 
fought beside Drake, Howard, and Hawkins to de- 
feat the great Spanish armada. 


A TREATY'S POWER 


The British foreign secretary's proposal that 


the entire League of Nations covenant be re- 
vamped to bring it into closer harmony with the 
Kellogg peace treaty is just one more indication 
that that latter document is going to pro've more 
of a force in the world than some people have 
imagined. 


When our Senate ratified the -treaty, there 


.was a general attitude that might be expressed 
somewhat like this: "Oh, ratify it and be done 
with it. It won't do' any good, but it won't do 
any harm,' and if the pacifists want to kad them- 
selves, let them go ahead.1' 


The treaty, however, is beginning to show 


its strength. 
When a new idea is let loose into 


the world it has -a way of bending 'human insti- 
tutions to conform to it; and the Kellogg treaty 
is just such a new idea. It is becoming quits 
apparent that it is going to be more of a force in 
the world than people have supposed possible.

INDUED IN LEGION 


Indianapolis, Ind.—One of the 


most important subjects to be 
considered at the national con- 
vention of The American Legion 
at Louisville, Ky., September 30 
to October 3 inclusive, w411 be the 
Legion's recommendations for 
keeping the United States Navy 
on a parity with the navies of 
other nations. The report of the 
Legion's national committee on 
naval 'affairs, compiled for the 
convention, deplores the present 
situation and strongly urges that 
the strength of the Navy be 
raised through a shipbuilding 
program. 


-We are confronted by a la- 


mentable situation in matters 
affecting our national security," 
the report says. "We have among 
us two kinds of propagandists, 
i. e.; First, the foreign propagan- 
dist who assumes the role of pa- 
cifist in order to further the in- 
terest of his own country to the 
detriment of-ours; Secondly, the 
well known pacifist who 
be- 


come unwitting tool of \ foreign 
propagandist and who is 'used as 
a cat's paw in furthering the 
interest of foreign governments. 
His opinions seem to receive seri- 
ous consideration as against the 
sound judgment of those /who 
have studied the subject and who 
have had opportunity to observe 
the activities of nations 
from

standpoints which few, if any, 
pacifists could have the oppor- 
tunity or time to intelligently 
study.

fic ticket is over to California. 


The formation of a state high- 


way patrol of nearly 500 officers 
abolishes dual state-county en- 
forcement of motor vehicle laws 
and centralizes the responsibili- 
ty. Under the general heading of 
automobile legislation, penalties 
for criminally careless, drunken 
and incompetent drivers were 
stiffened. . 


• Frank G. Snook is chief of the 
state division of motor vehicles 
and wpl have for his superinten- 
dent of the mobile forcevEugene 
3iscailuz, for-more than 20 years 
a deputy sheriff in Los Angeles 
county. 


The patrol, a mobile body able 


to meet emergencies in any por- 
don of the state, can be assigned 
.o any area where there is an 
unusual' traffic movement. The 
traffic officers, now able to pur- 
sue fleeing autoists from 
one 


county to another, are expected 
to cut down the number of fatal- 
ities, caused by speeding and 
reckless driving as well as mini- 
mize automobile theft. 


Biscailuz points out that his 


men also will reduce the use of 
motor cars to other 
criminal 


activities. If a crime is commit- 
ted a large force of the patrol- 
men can be sent to the vicinity 
to guard all highways.
